In such a production, where each 
contributes to make it a harm onious 
whole, it would be difficult to single 
out any one for specially meritorious 
work. 
Each acted well his or her 
part, and as one may say, the team 
work was perfect.

supply bills. 
It may be that. existing 
appropriations will la* continued by a 
Joint resolution, Hint method having 
heretofore lieen used w hen one or more 
of th e big appropriation bills fall.

A m an who Is 
thinner th an the average, on the other 
band, lins less danger of dying in this 
decade than n m an who tips the scales 
at the norm al figure. 
"W hen a luau la iu bis tw enties a de­ 
ficiency of tw enty [xiunds iii weigiit 
m akes him 12 per ceut more liable to 
fall before the scy the of the implacable 
reaper. A slight surplus of flesh seems 
to assist one in escaping diseases t hat 
cause death in this period—principally 
tuberculosis Mild typhoid fever. 
"A m an in his fifties who is tw enty 
pounds over normal weight lins a 15 
IHT ceut mortality handicap to face. 
Should lie lie forty jiounds over weight 
his chances of dying are Increased 45 
per cent thereby."

They Are Made Now to Be Flung by 
Hand at Close Quarters, to Be Shot 
From a Howitzer or to Be Planted aa 
Mines and Fired by Electricity. 


T h e use of band grenades as an im ­ 
plement of w ar dates buck nearly four 
centuries, and tills deadly weapon re­ 
m ains today, as iii tile sixteenth cen­ 
tury. one of the most effective w eap­ 
ons of w arfare. 
In th e United States 
Infantry Journal there is an article 
dealing with grenades which is a trails 
iu I ion front tile G erm an m ilitary pub 
lien Hon, M llitar-Wochenblatt. 
“ H and grenades," Hie article reads. 
"as un im plem ent of w arfare date back 
m an) centuries. 
H istory records their 
u* e as far hack as 133U at the siege of 
Arles. 
Up to the close of tile eight­ 
eenth century soldiers were trained lit 
the throw ing of hand grenades. The) 
were for that reason called grenadiers. 
"The grenades were hollow balls of 
iron or other metal about tw o uml a 
half inches iii diam eter, tilled with 
powder 
and 
provided 
with 
a 
fuse, 
which w as lighted before tieing thrown. 
At first there wi re a few in each regi­ 
ment, 
luter 
entire 
com panies 
were 
formed, and still later every Infantry 
battalion had its own grenadier com ­ 
pany, which in the different arm ies had 
precedence over the other companies 
at parades and other formations. 
"D uring the w ar between Russia and 
Ja i nu baud grenades were ugeiti used 
in great quantities by both sides. esj>e- 
cially in fighting at close quarters, and 
m> deadly effective w ere they that it is 
.lot surprising the inventor s mind oc­ 
tupled itself with this mea us of com ­ 
bat and endeavored to udopt it to the 
requirem ents of modern wurfare. 
" F irst of all, it was very im portant 
to invent a projectile th a t would unite 
deadly 
effectiveness 
with 
complete 
safety of the throw er. Mr. Assen, the 
Punish inventor, constructed a num ber 
of baud, rifle and mine grenades which 
are said to fulfill these requirem ents. 
"T he hand grenades ure carried by 
the 
m au 
uutil 
required 
sud 
then 
throw n by hand. The rifle or ‘howitzer* 
grenades a re . fired from a firm rest 
such as a wooden stand m ade from a 
rifle placed on the ground aud directed 
a t various angles of elevation by means 
of stakes. 
The mine grenade is an­ 
chored in Hie ground aud discharged 
by electricity upou approach of the en­ 
emy. In each case they are veritable 
death dealers. 
"T he rifle grenade weighs about 550 
grains. It contain* scveuty-tw o bullets 
weighing 2-5 gram s and sevcuty-two 
grains of e x p l o d e s . T h e seventy two 
bullets cover a space of at least forty 
to fifty square meter*. T h e rifle gre­ 
nade m ay Isl fired from an ordinary 
arm y rifle s t any rauge up to about 
400 meters. T h e great destructive ef­ 
fect of the grenade is due to the fact 
that the explosion takes place im m edi­ 
ately afte r the grenade strikes the 
ground before it has had tim e to bury 
itself in the soil. 
"The ‘howitzer* greuade weighs one 
kilogram and contains 215 bullets aud 
a bursting charge weighing 20u grams. 
It can he throw n w ith the baud forty 
m eters or with a 'howitzer' 300 meters. 
T he ‘howitzer’ is a contrivance m ade 
of ^ cylinder and weighs twelve kjH°-

so that they m ay be exploded only a f t ­ 
er they h a te traveled eight m eters to­ 
w ard the target. 
"T he band grenade weigh* one kilo­ 
gram aud eoutalus IOO bullets w eigh­ 
ing 2.4 gram s aud a bursting charge 
weighing HO gram s. In contrast to the 
above described ‘howitzer* grenade the 
bullets fly in every direction, so Unit it 
is only used for throw ing from cover. 
"T he last kind of these grenade* is 
the mine greuade. 
It weighs about 
four kilograms aud contains JOO 3.3* 
gram bullets and a 2<*> gram bursting 
charge. 
The 4t>0 bullets wilt cover a 
upset* of at least SOO square meters. 
T hese grenades, together with their 
electrical connections, are placed about 
one-half meter under the surface of 
the ground, so th a t they are completely 
invisible to the enemy. 
"W hen it Is set off the grenade rises 
about three-fourths of a m eter above 
th e ground, then explodes and throws 
tile bullet•* in all directions parallel 
w ith tin* ground. 
At a distance of ten 
m eters the bullets 
will go through 
wood at least a hundred millimeters 
thick and retain deadly effectiveness 
for a distance of fifty meter*. 
A de­ 
tachm ent of ii hundred men can lay a 
line of these mines over a frout of 
4.(JOO m eters in less th an two hours. 
“ In a test three m ine grenades were 
laid in the corners of a triangle whose 
legs w ere thirty meter* long among a 
group of 145 wooden double silhouettes 
th a t were scattered over a space of 
2.TOO square m eteis 
Tire greuade* 
were set off electrically one after tb i­ 
ol her. 
The result w as that 120 ail 
bouet tes were hit 700 times."

Only once on the two-mile march 
from Fort Sant Houston to the Alamo 
did the band play a funeral march.

A. Greene, com m ander of the Twelfth 
provisional division at Cam p Wilson, 
approached the casket w here General 
Funston lay. 
He gazed

fi*w m om ents, fhr*n bent over, patted 
the dead com m ander’s head gently, 
turned and walked out of the building 
Accompanied by an honor guard of 
C com pany, T hirty seventh 
Infantry, 
the casket was taken to the Southern 
Pacific station, where It was placed in 
an observation car for San Francisco.

It was largely through 
the efforts of Olson that Form er W ar­ 
den Hellstrom put the honor system 
Into effect In 1907. 
Olson always was 
considered a model prisoner and al­ 
ways insisted he was innocent.
